The imposition of a customs duty has almost put an end to what was 
formerly quite a considerable trade in ready-made 

Woollen Cloth. clothes from the United Kingdom. British cloths, 
however, continue to be imported in reasonable 

quantities, all the better class of local tailors using them in their work. 


It has been decided to effect important improvements in the accommo- 
dation and equipment of the port of Vladivostok. 
Harbour Works. ‘The work, which is to be completed in three 
periods of construction, is being begun this year 
(1911), but the whole scheme of the modifications is not yet fixed 
(see also ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 28th September, p. 640). 


The question of waterworks and a sewerage system for Vladivostok 
remains in abeyance. ‘The former would certainly 
seem to be one of urgency, for the town continues 
to increase, and the supply of water available to 
become more polluted and more inadequate. The 
deep bore wells sunk by private landowners give poorer results than 
formerly, and a miserable stream called Pervaya Ryetchka, which 1s 
an important source of supply, runs close to a large flour mill recently 
built and to the new railway goods station now in course of con- 
struction. 

A new town council was elected in the early summer of 1910, but 
the elections have recently been cancelled by the Senate for certain 
irregularities. It is conceivable that the body which will be returned 
in the autumn of 1911 in the room of the one displaced may again 
take the matter of waterworks in hand,

CONTRABAND OF WAR: DECLARATION BY THE 
TURKISH GOVERNMENT. 


With reference to the notice on pp. 118-9 of last week’s issue of 
the “ Board of Trade Journal,” respecting Declarations by the 
Italian and Turkish Governments with regard to contraband of war, 
it is now notified in the “‘ London Gazette ” of 24th October that the 
Imperial Ottoman Government has communicated to H.M. Ambassador 
at Constantinople the following list of articles which it will deem to. 
be contraband of war during the hostilities between Turkey and 
Italy :— 

: Arms of all kinds, including arms for sporting purposes, and 
their distinctive component parts. 

2. Projectiles, charges, and cartridges of all kinds, and their 
distinctive component parts, shot, screwplates. 

3. Powder and explosives specially prepared for use in war, salt- 
petre, sulphate of potash, muriate of potash, sulphur. 

4. Gun mountings, limber boxes, limbers. 

5. Wagons, iron machines employed in warfare as well as tools 
and implements and their distinctive component parts. 

6. Clothing and equipment of a distinctively military character, 
military harness of all kinds, saddle, draught, and pack animals suit- 
able for use in war. 

7. Articles of camp equipment and their distinctive component 
parts. 

8. Cuirasses and armour plates of copper, iron and other materials. 

9. Warships, including boats, and their distinctive component parts 
of such a nature that they can only be used on a vessel of war. 

10. Implements and apparatus designed exclusively for the manu- 
facture of munitions of war, for the manufacture or repair of arms, or 
war material for use on land or sea. 

11. Animals and beasts of all sorts, meat, preserved meat, ships’ 
biscuit, cereals, all kinds of preserves, and foodstuffs. 

11 (bis). Cereals (conditional). 

12. Forage and grain suitable for feeding animals. 

13. Clothing, fabrics for clothing, boots and shoes suitable for use 
in war. 

14. Gold and silver in coin or bullion. 

15. Banknotes, cheques, and other paper money. 

16. Vehicles of all kinds available for use in war and their com- 
ponent parts. 

17. Vessels, craft, and boats of all kinds, as well as material for 
ship building. 
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18. Floating docks, parts of docks and their component parts, 
cables, sails, tar, propellers and screws (“ hélices et vis”), wheels of all 
kinds, cylinders, bolts, winches, plates for repairing boilers, hydraulic 
and other cement, resin, pitch, zinc, hemp, and (?) corner plates 
(‘‘ corniéres ”). 

19. Railway material, engines and rolling stock, material for 
telegraphs, wireless telegraphs, telephones and insulators.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Persia, Bunder Abbas.—The following information is from the 
report by H.M. Consul at Bunder Abbas (Captain H. V. Biscoe, I.A.) 
on the trade of that district for the year ended 20th March, 1911, 
which will shortly be issued :— 


The bulk of the trade of the port is in the hands of the large 
British Indian community, composed principally of Hindus and 
Khojas from Sind. These firms, however, merely maintain branches 
at Bunder Abbas, the head offices and a great portion of their business 
being in India; and this, coupled with their financial backing, has 
enabled them to maintain their Persian business, despite adverse 
conditions. The financial status of many of these firms is excellent ; 
they are both businesslike and honest in their methods. Caution 
should, however, be exercised in dealing with Persian merchants. 

The two chief towns for which Bunder Abbas is the port are Yezd 
and Kerman. Many Persian merchants at those places have agents 
at Bunder Abbas, and the Hindus at Bunder Abbas similarly have 
agents at Kerman, but none at Yezd. 

The chief imports are cotton piece-goods (30 per cent. of the total), 
yarn and twist (22 per cent.), sugar (18 per cent.), tea, and dyes of 
various kinds. Matches, candles, rice, spices, hardware, wheat and a 
certain amount of coffee are also imported. In Bunder Abbas itself 
there is little demand for anything but the barest necessaries of life, 
such as the cheaper kinds of piece-goods, sugar, matches, rice, &c. 
it is probable that the value of imported goods consumed by the 
inhabitants of the port does not exceed £3,000 to £5,000 per annum. 
The amount of goods sold to the inhabitants of the adjacent islands 
and neighbourhood is probably about double that sold to the local 
inhabitants, say about £10,000; 5 per cent. of the total imports is 





a“ 
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therefore probably a fair estimate of the total local consumption. 
95 per cent. being sent into the interior. Bunder Abbas is, however, 
the shopping centre for a large surrounding area, parties coming from 
as far off as Persian Baluchistan to make annual purchases of raiment, 
&c. Of the goods sent into the interior the greater portion are 
consigned to Kerman; some, however, are sent through Kerman to 
Yezd, and Afghan caravans also convey goods to and from the distant 
centres of Kandahar, Herat and Meshed, by journeys of from two to 
three months. ‘To the interior are sent cotton and woollen piece- 
goods, sugar, pepper, dry ginger, tea, matches, hardware, iron, tin, 
copper, and a certain amount of coffee. 

Out of a total increase in imports last year of £95,965, British 
piece-gcods and yarn and twist account for £85,025, or nearly 90 per 
cent. Apart from the above-mentioned goods, British trade in other 
articles is insignificant. The share of the United Kingdom and India 
in the total trade of the port in 1910 was about 71 per cent. against 
66 per cent. in the preceding year. 

Until the country becomes considerably more developed it is 
unlikely that there will be any demand for goods other than those 
which constitute the necessities of a somewhat primitive existence. 
There is a market for glass, china and cheap enamelled goods both 
locally and in the interior, but this class of goods does not seem to 
be sufficiently pushed. 

The development of the Kerman carpet industry of recent years 
is very remarkable, and is due to the fact that the industry is now 
mainly controlled by European firms established at Kerman, who 
have introduced designs to suit the tastes of their European customers. 
In three years the value of the carpet exports from Bunder Abbas 
have increased from £14,876 to £76,388. 

During the past 12 months all the trade routes into the interior 
have been in a chronic condition of insecurity, and robberies were of 
frequent occurrence all through the winter, when trade is most brisk. 
British goods to the total value of about £5,000 were carried off during 
the year 1910. Nor is the prospect for the immediate future 
reassuring. ‘The central Government have so far made no attempt 
to render the Bunder Abbas—Kerman road in any way secure. The 
local authorities, even when not apathetic, are as a rule powerless 
through lack of funds; and until some efficient system of road guards 
is established little improvement is to be looked for. 

In view of the insecurity of the trade routes, the increase in imports 
in 1910, as compared with the preceding year, of nearly 37 per cent. 
can only be regarded as very remarkabie. ‘There is no corresponding 
increase in exports, which are practically the same as during the 
preceding 12 months. ‘This can be attributed to two causes: firstly, 
that it is possible in the case of imported goods for merchants to 
recoup themselves for losses sustained on the road by charging higher 
prices for such goods as reach their destination, a thing which cannot 
be done in the case of exports; and secondly, until more settled 
conditions are established the productive capacity of the country is 


not likely to increase.

ESTIMATED GRAIN, &. CROPS IN CERTAIN COUNTRIES. 


With reference to the notice on pp. 627-8 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 28th September, the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries 
have received a telegram from the International Institute of 
Agriculture at Rome, giving the following particulars of the production 
of grain crops in certain countries :— 

Preliminary statements of production in [rance are, barley 
‘21,837,000 cwts. and oats 100,080,000 cwts.; in Canada, barley 
18,677,000 cwts. and oats 105,878,000 cwts.; and in the United 
States, oats 249,612,000 cwts. 

Kstimates of the production of maize are given as follows :— 
Roumania, 65,671,000 cwts.; Canada, 8,579,000 cwts.; and the 
United States, 1,379,673,000 cwts. The production of rice in Japan 
is estimated at 148,977,000 cwts. 

The total production of wheat in the following countries is now 
estimated at 1,649 million cwts., or 0°35 per cent. higher than last 
year :—Prussia, Belgium, Denmark, Spain, France, United Kingdom, 
Hungary (including Croatia and Slavonia), Italy, Luxemburg, 
Netherlands, Roumania, European’ Russia (63 Governments), 
Switzerland, Canada, United States, India, Japan, Asiatic Russia (10 
Governments), Algeria (Departments of Algiers and Oran), Tunis and 
Egypt. 

, the same countries (omitting India) the total production of 
barley is estimated at 507 million cwts., or 0°6 per cent. below that of 
last year, and of oats 965 million cwts. or 9°35 per cent. below 
that of last year. 

For rye the total production in the above-named countries, 
omitting Great Britain, Canada, India, Japan, Algeria, and Tunis, is 
estimated at 684 million cwts., or 3°6 per cent. below that of 
last year. 





TIMBER INDUSTRY AND EXPORT TRADE OF THE 
RUSSIAN FAR EAST. 

The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Vladivostok (Mr. R. M. Hodgson) on the trade of that district in 
1910, which will shortly be issued :-— 

Of the whole territory of the Amur province five-sixths is in the 
hands of the Government, and the balance mostly belongs to the 
Cossack administration. The extent of the forest area is unknown, 
and only such forests as are adjacent to the navigable rivers and those 
on which rafting is possible are capable of commercial exploitation. 
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Some ten-elevenths of the Maritime Province belongs to the Govern- 
ment, and the forest area in Government hands is estimated at about 
104,000,000 acres. In the Kamchatka government the “ afforested 
area” is given as 305,100,000 acres, but the figures should not be 
taken too literally. In Sakhalin the “afforested area” is given as 
9,450,000 acres, but the same reservation applies. 

In Kamchatka lumbering may be dismissed as commercially 
impracticable ; the valley of the Kamchatka River alone contains 
merchantable timber, the rest being little else than brushwood. In 
Sakhalin much the same is the case, for the timber is little suited for 


export, and shipping is impossible unless harbours are constructed. 


Up to now the manufacture of wood-pulp for paper making has not 
been introduced into Eastern Siberia, but there are very large sup- 
plies of spruce and fir along the sea coast which should be utilisable 
for this purpose, being, on account of the climatic conditions, unsuited 
for cutting as lumber. Water-power is obtainable nearly everywhere 


along the coast from the streams flowing down from the Sikhota-Allin 


mountain range. On the other hand, these streams are very 
frequently inaccessible for industrial purposes on account of the 
scarcity of harbours. 

A new feature in timber business in Vladivostok has been the 
inauguration of an export to Japan of aspen for the manufacture of 
matchwood. -The logs shipped are 7 feet 5 inches in length by from 
5 to 20 inches in diameter. It would appear that aspen in large 


quantities should be purchasable at from 18 to 23 copecks (45d. to 


5d.) per cubic foot alongside vessel at Vladivostok. 

The export trade in timber from the Russian Far East (see p. 399 
of the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 26th May, 1910) was first tried in 
1907, but only fir, spruce and larch were shipped, and the results were 
discouraging. In 1910, however, 1,000,000 cubic feet of larch, spruce ~ 
and fir were sent from Imperial Harbour to Australia, 130,000 cubic 
feet of sawn ‘‘kedr” and veneer to the United Kingdom from the 
Ussuri Valley, and 230,000 cubic feet of round ‘“ kedr” logs from 
Terney Bay to Australia. Orders for over 2,000,000 cubic feet of 
‘‘kedr ” have been placed for this year’s (1911) shipment vi Vladi- 
vostok to the United Kingdom, and 175,000 cubic feet from the coast 
to Sydney, prices f.o.b. being from 72 to 78 copecks (1s. 6d.—1s. 73d.) 
per cubic foot for first grade, 60 to 65 copecks (1s. 3d.—1s. 44d.) 
for second grade, and 45 to 50 copecks (114d.—1s. 0jd.) for third 
grade. ‘T'wo-fifths of the timber is generally second grade and two-fifths 
third grade. 

Round logs are quoted at 25 copecks (64d.) per cubic foot full 
contents measurement. It should be noted that the great demand for 
timber for Government building purposes, amounting to over 
2,000,000 cubic feet for the current year, has raised prices locally as 
high as 62 copecks (1s. 34d.) for sawn “kedr ” and 55 copecks (Is. 1 #d.) 
for fir (both mill run), and that owners of timber, export trade not 
being yet on an organised footing, prefer to sell locally rather than 
seek an outlet abroad. The Government demand is likely to continue 
for the next three or four years, and prices promise to go higher.

The Customs Authorities may therefore admit, as properly marked, 
all consignments of paper in which the watermark constitutes a false 
description merely on the ground that the necessary counter-indication 


as to origin is omitted therefrom, provided that the indication of 


origin is correctly given on every wrapper in which any packet of 
such paper is made up.

Explosives. in Newfoundland, no person may import, &c. any 
explosive, unless such explosive has been declared 
ky the Minister of Agriculture and Mines to be an authorised 
explosive. The provisions of the Act are not applicable to the making 
of a small quantity of explosive for the purpose of chemical experiment, 
and not for practical use or sale. 

Permits for the importation, sale and transportation of authorised 
explosives may be issued by the Minister of Agriculture and Mines 
and no person shall import any explosives without such permit— 
provided that any explosive may be transported through Newfoundland 
by railway in bond, if such transportation is made in an authorised 
manner. No permit shall be issued to an importer until the Minister 
is satisfied that he has a licensed magazine to store explosives in. 

The Minister may, on application and on payment of the prescribed 
fees, issue a special permit to import, for the purpose of chemical 
analysis or scientific research, an amount not exceeding two pounds 
of any explosive specified in such permit. 

The Governor-in-Council is empowered to make regulations re- 
garding the importation, sale, packing and transportation of explosives 


in the Colony.

They must be 
legalised by the “Commercial Tribunal” or municipal or police 
authority at the place of residence of the shipper, or by the Customs 
authorities at the port of shipment, but need not be legalised by 
Ottoman Consuls. If the certificates are not endorsed on invoices, 
they must be drawn up on the official forms of the authorities named.

shipment to the Philippine Islands. This value is in all cases to be 
verified by the Customs appraiser, and used in the compilation of 
statistical reports. It is important to note that c.i.f. values, and invoice 
prices that include import duties and other charges which do not 
enter into the market value of the merchandise in the country of 
exportation, cannot be used for statistical purposes, and that such 
values will not be accepted on import entries for merchandise subject 
to a specific rate of duty or entitled to duty-free admission. 

Whenever imported merchandise is subject to an ad valorem rate 
of duty, the value upon which duty is assessed and collected is 
accepted for statistical purposes as the correct market value or whole- 
sale price of such merchandise in the country from which it was 
imported. 





COSTA RICA,

This deals only with the desirability of taking measures to 
ensure ultimately a regular access to the Netherlands through the 
North Sea Canal. ‘The measures considered by the Commission 
necessary to attain the object are to be discussed in a second volume. 
The present report states that, in view of the increase in the size of 
ships and of the changes that are taking place in other ports, a 
depth of 13 metres (about 424 feet) is considered necessary for the 
entrance to the North Sea Canal; while for the new locks at 
Ymuiden a length of 350 metres (about 1,148 feet) and a width of 
40 metres (about 131 feet) are fixed as minimum dimensions. 

Without enlarging the outer harbour at Ymuiden, it is considered 
possible to increase, by means of dredging, the present depth of 10°50 
metres to 12 metres (Amsterdam level) or to 11:10 metres at low 
water and 12°70 metres at high water. In order to secure a still 
greater depth, the mouth of the harbour will have to be extended 
about 800 metres further seawards, as a result of which it will 
be possible to reach a depth of 14 metres (Amsterdam level) or 
13°10 metres (about 43 feet) at low water. It will be possible to 
render the canal within the locks suitable for future dimensions of 
ships, within the existing banks, at any rate without important 
expropriations of land adjoining the canal. (M. 24,390.)

In the case of iron ore and tin ore, which are still worked chiefly 
under primitive native methods, and thus form the basis of an 
industry carried on by a large number of persons each working 
independently and on a very small scale, the collection of reliable 
statistics is impossible; but the total error from year to year is not 
improbably approximately constant, and the figures obtained may be 
accepted as a fairly reliable index to the general trend of the industry. 

In 1909, for the first time since the year 1898, there was a fall in 
the total value, amounting to 4°6 per cent. This has once more been 
converted into a rise, although the total value is still below the values 
for 1907 and 1908.

RUSSIA. 
The British Vice-Consul at Kharkov (Mr. C. Blakey) reports that the 


new factory of the International Harvester Com- 


oe, pany at Lubertzy, near Moscow, on the Moscow- 
roe: ane Works Riazan railway, was officially opened on 2\st 


September. ‘The plans of the works are on a very 

large scale ; and being based on a wide experience 

marvestr Com- od backed by an enormous capital, they must when 

pany: finished, says Mr. Blakey, prove a serious menace 

both to the older Russian manufacturers of harvesting machinery 

and to the foreign importers from Germany, the United Kingdom 
and Canada. 

The works, which were purchased from the Lubertzy <Airbrake 
Company, cover an area of about 62 acres. The old works employ 
nearly 1,000 men, exclusively on suction gas and oil engines, no 
airbrakes being at present manufactured. The new works are only 
now being built and equipped, but in the shops that are ready some 
900 or 600 men find employment. How much of the plans will be 
executed will depend upon the proposed import duty, but the Vice- 
Consul anticipates that another 1,000 men will shortly be engaged ; 
while if all the shops were erected, the number of men could easily 
be brought up to a total of 4,000. The arrangements of the shops, 
their equipment and the method of manufacture, and the way in which 
the materials pass through the several processes of manufacture to 
the stores and for shipment on cars are excellent. 

With the exception of wood, materials, such as pig-iron and coal, 
will cost more than in the manufacturing centre of the Donetz 
district. The difference between the freight to Lubertzy and to 
Alexandrovsk, Ekaterinoslav Government, for pig-iron is approxt- 
mately 10s. 9d. per ton and for coal and coke 4s. 2d.; bar-iron the 
Prodamet syndicate supplies franco receiver's station, and the price may 
possibly be little more at Lubertzy than at Alexandrovsk (the actual 
difference of freight on bar-iron is about 13s. 5d. per ton). On the 
other hand, labour round Moscow is cheaper, and the methods of 
manufacture will enable the works to dispense largely with the 
very expensive skilled labour. Unskilled hands earn about Is. 10d. 
per day, alike in Moscow and the south. The wages of skilled 
workmen in South Russia average probably 5s. 1d. per day, and in 
the case of first class moulders and smiths the earnings will run up 
to 8s. 5d. and 10s. 7d., while they turn out very much less than the 
labourer on modern tools. 

At the present moment the new works are making handrake 
reapers and mowers. The manufacture of selfrake reapers will be 
started in the near future, and of binders and other machines as 
circumstances demand. (23,914.)

RUSSIAN “FAR EAST: 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Vladivostok (Mr. R. M. Hodgson) on the trade of that district in 
1910, which will shortly be issued :— 


Coal is worked to a considerable extent in the immediate vicinity of 
Vladivostok, but it is nearly all lignite of poor 
Coal Deposits. quality. The Government has a large and well 
equipped mine at Souchan, some 60 miles inland 
from America Bay. ‘This mine is connected with the main railway 
by a most complicated system of cable and overhead lines, and the 
cost of working it is excessive. The labour employed in the mine is 
all Russian; the average daily earnings of colliers for 1909 were 
4s. 65d. per day and of drivers 2s. 11d. per day. Briquette works in 
connection with this mine are on the point of being erected in 
Vladivostok, to have an annual output of 200,000 tons. 


The most promising source of coal supply, however, is probably 
Sakhalin, where rich deposits exist all along the western coast from 
near the Russo-Japanese frontier northwards (see ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 24th August last, p. 384). The coal is similar to Cardiff 
coal, and surface outcrops are visible in many places. No data exists 
as to the approximate quantity available, but it is undoubtedly 
enormous and should be easily mined. Work has been carried on 
for many years past in a desultory manner, notably in the mines 
which were formally worked by convict labour at Dué. The 
absence of a harbour on the western coast of the island, and the con- 
sequent difficulty in shipment, has been the great obstacle to successful 
development in the past, Should this be overcome by the construc- 
tion of an artificial harbour, the industry should have a good future. 








GERMANY: 


The following is taken from the “ Frankfurter Zeitung” of 20th

in South-West. The general position in the South-West German 
Germany iron market has improved considerably as regards 
the most important branches. Owing to the con- 
tinuous dry weather during the summer months there was a scarcity of 
water in many places, and many works had to go on short time, some 
employing 30 per cent. less labour than usual ; and as orders came in 
at the usual rate, the effects are still being evident in belated deliveries. 
There are also complaints about shortage of wagons. Prices for 
girders and semi-manufactured products are unchanged. Business in 
bar iron is good, and specifications are coming in satisfactorily ; 
prices are 3s. to 4s. per ton higher than a few weeks ago, and there 
are consequently complaints on the part of consumers. ‘Trade in 
coarse, middle and fine sheets is also good. Business in iron pipes 
has undergone no change, and that in wire nails isquieter. (X, 5,034.) 
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CONGO STATE, 


The September issue of the official ‘ Renseignements de |’Office 
Colonial” (Brussels) states that an apparently 
important deposit of limestone exists at Kilemfu, 
between Kisantu and Lemfu, in the Lower Congo. 
The limestone is suitable for the mannfacture of common lime (chaw« 
grasse). 1tis found in large blocks on the surface. ‘The cost at the 
Inkisi railway station of 1 metric ton of slaked lime prepared from’ this 
deposit is 100 frs. (£4), including 80 frs. for transport.

TURKEY. 


‘The following information as to meerschaum and bitumen deposits 
in Turkey is taken from the September issue of the Journal of the 
British Chamber of Commerce at Constantinople :— 


Meerschaum (a silicate of magnesia) is mined at Eski-Chehir, on the 
M Anatolian Railway, in the province of Brussa. 
cerschaum ‘The deposits now being worked are in the vicinity 
Seeaeeation e deposits now being worked are in the vicinity 
“aig of the villages of Sepetdji, Kemikli and Sarisou, 
in Asia Minor, sound Eski-Chehir. The pits are worked in a 
most primitive and unpractical manner, by a foreman in charge of 
small gangs of workmen armed with picks. The pits vary consider- 
ably in depth. ‘The first evidence of the presence of magnesite is a 
layer about three feet thick of fuller’s earth. This reddish brown 
earth is met at a depth varying from a few yards to ordinarily 20 
yards beneath the surface, but such depths as 40 yards and more are 
not unknown. ‘The meerschaum is found in this layer of earth in 
nodules, the size of which rarely exceeds 12-16 cubic inches, while 
the great majority are not larger than a walnut. 

The entire output goes to Vienna, which is the central market, and 
from thence it is redistributed all over the world. The port of 
shipment is Derindje, in the Gulf of Ismidt, connected by the 
Anatolian Railway line with Eski-Chehir. 

Permission to mine meerschaum may be obtained from the Ministry 
of Agriculture, Mines, and Forests, at Constantinople. ‘The Govern- 
ment dues are 14s. 6d. per case.

Deposits are also to be found in 
the villages of Ain-Ebel, Aidib and Hereika, at 
various places in the Sandjak of Acre (St. Jean d’Acre), near 
Antioch, and at Latakia. In Syria the bituminous pits of Hasbeya 
are the most noted. 

The bitumen from Judea is generally in large pieces mixed with 
earthy substances—limestone, clay and sand. It rarely contains 
oxygen, but always contains sulphur. Judean bitumen floats in 
pieces of varying sizes.on the Dead Sea, and is washed up principally 
on the western shore, where the Arabs collect it. The bituminous 
deposits of Judea, from the southern extremity of the Dead Sea to 
the source of the River Jordan, lie in a remarkable manner along an 
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wien 





axis parallel to that of the basin. These consist either of brecciated 
bituminous veins surrounded by limestone or of impregnated asphalt. 
The deposits along the western coast of the Dead Sea to the source 
of the River Jordan are the following:—Waddy Sebeh, Waddy 
Mayawat, Nebi Musa and Hasbeya at the northern extremity of the 
River Jordan. Other deposits are known to exist, principally around 
Tiberias.

MEXICO. 


Adverting to the notice on p. 115 of the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 20th January, 1910, relative to the construction 
Conchos Dam. of a dam on the River Conchos, State of Chihua- 
hua, to store the flood waters of the river up to 
1,019,000,000 cubic metres, for the generation of electrical energy, 
the ‘“‘ Mexican Herald” of 20th September states that more than 
1,000 men are at work on the dam and reservoir, which it 1s announced 
will be completed by June, 1915. The power generated will be trans- 
mitted to the Parral, Naica, Santa Barbara, Santa Eulalia, and other 
mining districts of Chihuahua. Water will be stored along the course 
of the Conchos for a distance of 30 miles, the reservoir varying in 
width from four to five miles. The total cost of the work is estimated 
at 15,000,000 pesos (about £1,530,000). The undertaking is being 
carried out by the Mexican Northern Power Company, a Canadian 
company. (24,075.)

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


The following information is from the report by the British Acting 
Vice-Consul at Manila (Mr. M. Paske Smith) on the trade of the 
Philippine Islands in 1910, which wili shortly be issued :— 


The cotton goods import trade was valued in 1910 at £2,184,386, an 
increase of over £650,000 as compared with the 
— previous year, almost all of which increase was 
oa. credited to the United States, a natural conse- 
quence of the removal of the tariff. A feature was the loss of British 
India in this trade. Imports from the United Kingdom, however, 
were fairly maintained, and, as the volume of business throughout the 
islands did not grow correspondingly to the increase in imports from 
the United States, the result was that a considerable stock of American 
goods had to be carried over. In prints and grey cloths (sheetings 
and drills) the United States practically captured the market. In 
such lines as printed muslins, bleached and dyed yarns, and white 
shirtings, the United Kingdom held her own, though in shirtings 
American competition is beginning to make itself felt. In grey yarns 
Japan has practically a monopoly, owing to her low cost of production ; 
moreaver, she still retains a fair share of the business in light 
trousering cloths and fancy goods generally. The prices of hemp 
throughout the year ruled low, and this, combined with dear food, 
has been against business in piece-goods; but with conditions as they 
have been the turnover generally may be considered satisfactory.

The area cultivated by Europeans under Nyasaland Upland cotton 
increased from 12,752 acres in 1910 to 21,502 acres in 1911; while 
the area under Egyptian cotton decreased somewhat. 


The same report states that the area under tea in Nyasaland increased 
from 518 acres in 1910 to 1,190 acres in 1911. 
Tea Industry. ‘here is only a very small acreage in full bearing, 
but the healthiness of the crop and the sureness of 
its return are making tea cultivation popular with planters, and there is 
a very keen demand for land in the tea district. The local tea has greatly 
improved in quality since the introduction of proper firing machinery. 
Small estates cannot bear the cost of expensive machinery, but a 
company is now erecting a large factory, at which will be carried on 
the making and packing of tea from its own and adjoining estates. 
Besides the M’lanje district, where the tea industry is now carried 
on, there are several other localities, viz., Zomba, Cholo, M’penda 
and parts of West Nyasa, which might be found suitable for tea 
orowing.

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GERMAN SOUTH-WEST AFRICA. 


The ‘ Deutsche Kolonialzeitung ” (Berlin) of 21st October states 
Cotton that the prospects of this year’s cotton crop on the 
Cultivation Rufiyi in the Lindi district and in the neighbour- 
hood of Kilwa are excellent. It is estimated that 
in the Mohoro district and on the Upper Rufiyi the yield will be over 
one million pounds. The demand is, however, far in excess of the 
supply. Cotton cultivation has made extraordinary strides in 
the Lindi district during the past year, and it is anticipated that 
they will be able to send out at least 1,000 bales. Other crops have 
suffered ; there is very little native rice and other products.

A spell of very warm dry weather 
which lasted well into the middle of September, however, gave most 
of the growers all over the island time to cut and dry the leaves. 
The crop, therefore, resulted satisfactorily as regards quality, and 
average as regards quantity. (24,667.)

Care will have to be taken by exporters to avoid the remains 
of last year’s crop being forced upon them as new, for, on account of 
the plague, it was impossible to bring in beans from remote localities 
before the opening up of the Sungari, and there is every prospect 
os Chinese sellers will endeavour to get these stocks off their hands 
this year. 

The practice of giving large advances to Chinese dealers on account 
received a salutary check during the last season, when many failed to 
fulfil theirengagements. Strong firms with a good buying organisation 
should, therefore, stand an excellent chance in future operations, 
while the failure of the speculative contracts for forward delivery, 
which have spoilt the trade during the last two seasons, will, it may 
be hoped, discourage repetition.

As a matter of fact it is intended to raise the 
price of cement at the end of this month (October) by one mark per 
barrel of 170 kilogs. net ; but it is a question how far merchants will 
be able to stand so sudden a rise in prices. Cement manufacturers 
have, however, too long carried on business at unremunerative prices. 
It will be interesting, says the “ Frankfurter,” to see the effect of this 
Central Selling Bureau on the Rhenish- Westphalian Cement Syndi- 
cate ; it is thought that the methods of the Syndicate will undergo 
considerable change for the 1912 working.

_ =n ndland The first Iceland steam trawler fishing from 

Newioundland. March to June was very good, and the Pampolais 
and Saint Brieuc sailing schooners were unusually successful. The 
second Iceland fishing from June to the end of August turned out 
to be very poor, both for trawlers and sailing vessels. 

On the Newfoundland Bank the results for the first part of the 
season were moderate, and prices at St. Pierre and Miquelon ranged 
from 25 to 27 frs. per 55 kilogs, (18s. 6d to 20s. per cwt.), these being 
a considerable increase on the prices for 1910, which averaged about 
21 frs. per 55 kilogs. (15s. 7d. per cwt.). The second Newfoundland 
fishing is reported to be unsatisfactory, but the final results are not yet 
known as cargoes are only beginning to come in, (24,126.)

made under licence by a native for consumption by himself and his 
family. 

The cultivation of sugar cane and other plants utilised especially 
for the manufacture of alcohol and similar products is prohibited, with 
the exception of sugar cane for making sugar and of a limited amount 
of cane for eating; for the cultivation of this a licence is required. 
For the indemnification of cultivators of sugar cane and “cara” (a kind 
of Brazilian yam) for loss owing to the ceasing of distilling, a 
provincial loan of not more than 3,000 contos of reis (about £612,000) 
is to be raised, on the security of the taxes imposed by the Decree. 
The Provincial Government is also to take various steps for the 
encouragement of the cultivation of other agricultural products.

; having a_ total capital of 45,000,000 francs 
(£1,800,000) ; 5 English, with a total capital of £212,000; 4 Belgian, 
with a total capital of 15,000,000 francs (£600,000); 88 Spanish, 
with a total capital of 96,000,000 pesetas (about £3,550,000). Among 
the French companies were 1 spinning company, 1 electrical 
company, 1 tramway company, and 1 railway company ; among the 
Belgian concerns were 2 mining companies, 1 tramway company, and 
a company to work the Palace hotel in Madrid; all the English com- 
panies are engaged in the mining industry; whilst amongst the 
Spanish companies 10 were concerned with the electrical industry, 
15 with the mining industry, 4 with insurance, 4 with railways, 
3 with the production of iron and steel, 1 with the timber trade. 








UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


H.M. Consul at St. Louis (Mr. T. E. Erskine) reports, on the authority 
of the local press, a proposed combine of 44 
cement manufacturers in Missouri, Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Iowa, and other States west of the 
Mississippi. By the contemplated scheme it is said 
that all the plants would be merged under one new corporation, and 
each individual company paid 50 per cent. in stock and 50 per cent. 
in bonds for its plant. A committee has been appointed to appraise 
the plants. It is stated that many of the companies have agreed to 
the arrangement, as prices have been very low and unremunerative on 
account of overproduction and competition.

transhipments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the 
United Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of 
the trade at each port of the United Kingdom. 

The third volume will contain a classification on the basis followed in 
Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual Statement” for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &o. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal. ” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary to 
make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising this 
source of information are now (since lst April, 1910) required to pay 
an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of 
Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including 
the supply of the ‘Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely 
subscribing to the “‘ Journal,” as previously, through the Government 
Sale Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1910, 1,130 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 74,203) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,104 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 51,816 sent out in 1909. 

NotEe.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of Supply, 
Prices, &c., of ‘Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The ‘ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
and intended for general information, is conveyed to the public. The 
“Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d., the annual rate, 
inclusive of postage within the United Kingdom, being 15s. 2d.
